Subject: Professional Services Contract - Morison Kattman Menze Inc. 


The Fort Wayne Parks & Recreation Department is requesting approval for a 
contract with Morison Kattman Menze Inc.. The contract is for professional 
services related to the Pool Renovations Category of the General Obligation 
Bond Issue. This category includes renovations to pools at Northside, McMillen, 
Swinney and Memorial Parks. 


Services will include preliminary and final cost estimates, preliminary and final 
plans, all design work, contract documents, bid process assistance, and 
construction management. 


A Request for Qualifications (RFQ) was solicited earlier this year for professional 
services related to all categories of the Bond Issue. This request was mailed to 
forty four firms. Of this number, sixteen firms submitted qualifications. 


A Review Committee was organized to review these qualifications and decide 
which firms would be ask to submit fee proposals. The committee was made up 
of four Administrative staff members and two Park Commissioners. 


Request for Proposals (RFP) were solicited 
from twelve of the sixteen firms. The

Morison Kattman Menze met all requirements of the RFP and submitted the 
lowest proposal based on basic fees and estimated reimburseables (see 
attachment "B"). The low proposer, based on basic fees, did not include sub 
consultant fees in its basic fee as outlined specifically in the RFP. Instead they 
had included these fees under reimburseables. 


The review committee has recommended, to the Board of Park Commissioners, 
that a contract be awarded to Morrison Kattman Menze Inc. for the basic fee 
proposal of $127, 260.00. The Board of Park Commissioners has accepted this 
recommendation and authorized Mr. Robert Arnold to enter into a contract 
with this firm.
